Outlines for a plan to enlarge Bos- 


ton docking facilities to accommodate 
the largest ships were given before the 
today 


harbor and land commissioners 


by the officials of the Boston & Albany 
railroad and the Leyland line when these 
officials appeared in behalf of their peti- 
tion for permission to construct mam- 
moth dock and terminal facilities at 
East Boston. Their plan is to construct 
a dock 240 feet wide, 780 feet long which 
shall accommodate vessels with 35 feet of 
water at low tide. 

J, H. Hustis, acting general manager 
of the Boston & Albany, H. M. Biscoe, 
general freight agent of the road, Wil- 
liam Parker, an engineer, and F. Toppan. 
general agent of the Leyland line, were 
the officials who appeared. 

Mr. Hustis stated that they desired 
permission to take in a corner at the 
head of the present Boston & Albany 
dock next to the grain elevator and be- 
tween the old and new harbor lines. 

By securing this Mr. Hustis explained 
that they would be able to widen the 
present dock by taking the property 
next to it and then filling in to the new 
harbor line, thereby making the two 
docks one large one of the proportions 
named. He declared that there no 
doubt that Boston can care for the lar- 
freight and passenger steamers 
afloat if this was done, and that the Bos- 
ton & Albany desired it because they 
were making improvements at their New 
York docks which could accommodate the 
biggest ships, and they want their Bos- 
ton terminal attractive to the shipping 
of the entire world. 

In speaking in favor of the petition, 
Mr. Toppan of the Leyland line declared 
that the present tendency is to enlarge 
the capacity of the freight and passenger 
ships and that his line is already build- 
ing large steamers which Boston would 
have if the dock facilities were adequate. 
Other developments, he said, along sim- 
ilar lines would naturally follow such 
an extensive improvement. The matter 
was taken under advisement by the com- 
missioners.

EDITORIAL 


Boston, Mass., Wednesday, April 14, 1909. 


THE Monratl's Washington correspondent 
has made known through the news columns 
of this paper that certain magazines, illus- 
trated weeklies and newspaper syndicates 
are preparing to publish a series of attacks 
on President Taft's administration. Accord- 
ing to present information; the burden of 
their story is that the President has aban- 
doned the Roosevelt policies and inten:ls to 
work only with the conservative or reaciion- 
ary wing of the Republican party; and this assertion is based on 
nothing more significant than the former professional relations of 
certain members of the cabinet. 

It is true that Mr. Knox, Mr. Wickersham, Mr. Dickinson and 
Mr. Nagel were formerly employed, with more or less regularity, 
by large corporations which opposed the Roosevelt policies, but 
their appointment to the cabinet with this record has little or no 
tendency to prove that the President does not intend to keep his 
promises with respect to carrying out the Roosevelt policies. Pre- 
sumably these distinguished lawyers were employed by large cor- 
porations on account of their legal ability—none of them was 
prominent in politics save Mr. Knox, and he was a member ot 
Mr. Roosevelt’s cabinet. There is no evidence that they are disposed 
to serve their former clients instead of the people. On the other 
hand, the selection of these able lawyers for cabinet positions shows 
that the President has prepared and intends to “take care that the 
laws be faithfully executed” as the constitution requires. The fram- 
ers of the constitution evidently regarded this as the President's 
principal function. 

In actual practise, however, it has come to pass with and 
since Lincoln’s administration that the President's usefulness depends 
chiefly on his ability to formulate and pursue a wise system of 
measures and line of conduct as the policies of the dominant 
party and the nation. To do this he needs the advice and assistance 
of an able and versatile cabinet; and if examples from American 
history may serve as a guide to probabilities, lawyers who have had 
to do with large affairs are likely to be valuable menibers of the 
presidential board of strategy. In making up his cabinet from both 
political parties, from both factions of his own party and from all 
sections of the country, Mr. Taft followed the precedent made by 
Mr. Lincoln. At the time of our country’s greatest peril he chose 
a cabinet the ablest members of which had opposed him and did not 
agree with each other. Yet these members rendered excellent service 
to the President and the country, even though unanimity was often 
absent from their councils. 

Mr. Lincoln knew how to utilize the capacities of men. fo 
does Mr. Taft; and his harmonious cabinet of able men cannot be 
discredited by reference to the political bias of their former 
employers. 

Thus far only two important incidents have occurred during 
the present administration. These two incidents pertain to foreign 
affairs and it must be admitted that the President has dealt with the 
Central American disturbance and with Mr. Castro in a manner 
which reflects credit on his administration.

NUMEROUS peace meetings and arbitration | 
conferences are announced for the near | 
future, but, unfortunately, the molders of | Peace and 
national policies do not seem to regard tl.2m 
practically, inasmuch as the building of huge the 
armaments continues unrestricted. This 
lack of confidence in our mutual protesta- 
tions of peaceful intentions is deplorable. 
Jesus said, “When the Son of man cometh, 
shall he find faith ou the earth?” His ques- 
tion must be a rebuke to the distrust and suspicion which too 
frequently characterize the relations of individuals and nations. It 
is true that “expectation is achievement,” and we usually find what 
we are looking for. When we can cultivate, in place of insincerity 
and doubt, a sturdy faith in good intentions and righteous purposes, 
we will get better results, as individuals and as nations. 

To those cynics who profess to believe that such a policy of 
confident expectation that Truth must govern the affairs of men is 
impracticable, we say, Try it. Others have tried it and have not lost. 
It is a fundamental principle of our common law that a man is held 
to be innocent until he is proved guilty. The nations of the earth in 
their mutual attiudes have apparently reversed this and have believed 
each other guilty without taking much trouble to find out whether 
they were right or wrong. In view of the almost continual alarms 
and “rumors of wars” Christian nations may well ask themselves the 
question, “When the Son of man cometh, shall he find faith on the 
earth?”

Thus, also, St. Louis will have deep waterway connection 
with the Great Lakes. 

| Moreover, the completion of this enterprise will have acceler- 

ated the deepening of the channel between Alton and the Gulf. A 

fourteen-foot channel is assured already. The engineers in charge 

ot the deep waterway survey declare that a twenty-four-foot channel 

is feasible. <A thirty-foot channel has already been secured from 

New Orleans to the open Gulf, a distance of 100 miles. There is a 


probability, therefore, that in the near future ocean-going vessels of 
deep draft will be carrying on foreign commerce with the cities 
along the Mississippi, with cities along the Illinois canal, and with 
cities on the Great Lakes. 

This is all interesting, but, like most matters of this character, 
it has its other side. It is not going to be as good for Kansas City 
as for other commercial centers in the Mississippi valley unless 
Kansas City shall act upon the advice and follow the leadership of 
Walter S. Dickey, one of its progressive business men, who sees the 
danger and how to avoid it. Briefly, Kansas City will be side- 
tracked by the completion of the Lakes-to-Gulf deep water channel 
unless it shall be in a position to take advantage of it. It is with 
this purpose in view that Kansas City business men a few days ago 
voted to organize a $1,000,000 steamboat company to navigate the 
Missouri and Mississippi, and asked Mr. Dickey to take the manage- 
ment of the enterprise. 

Few men know better than Mr. Dickey what would happen to 
KXansas City if by any means it should neglect to place itself in reacli- 


ness to meet the great changes in the flow of commerce that will 


occur with the creation of the Lakes-to-Gulf deep water channel and 
the completion of the Panama canal. To use his own words, unless 
Kansas City shall act promptly, it will be 300 miles away from the 
great highway of trade when the Chicago-St. Louis-New Orleans- 
Gulf of Mexico channel is completed: Says he: 

Now is the time for us to prepare for the inevitable, for that deep waterway 
is going to be a reality. If the federal government refuses to build it thestate [of 
Illinois} will When this does happen Kansas City will be in a worse fixthan 
it is now. Think what it means to every real estate man, every banker, lawyer, 
merchant, every citizen of Kansas City, if we cannot control our share of the 
trade that is bound to follow the opening of the canal. It is not a matter of 
cheaper rates, but one of placing Kansas City on the seaboard with Chicago and 
St. Louis. 

Kansas City, evidently, is not going to remain passive under 
the circumstances. It is already aroused. It is prepared to invest 
$1,000,000’ at once in a river navigation company which will enable 
it to obtain better freight rates. This it properly regards as only : 
preliminary to the greater task which lies before it—a task which 
will comprehend, among other things, the deepening of the Missis- 
sippi to St. Charles and the deepening of the Missouri to its own 
water front, that, like St. Louis and Chicago, it may benefit by the 
new route to the oceans by becoming a seaboard city also.

This is one side of the question. But there is another, and a 
serious one, of which the King is more mindful. These old customs 
which may have been harmless enough in a more primitive condition 
of society have a tendency to develop into positive evils, and to pro- 
duce demoralizing effects in conditions to which they are not inclig- 
enous. In his endeavor to control these effects, even at the risk of 
some temporary diminution of his popularity, King Alfonso will be 
certain of the support of every Spaniard who has the interests of his 
country at heart, and of the respect of the world.

At one time the industrious husband- State of 

man is rewarded with a harvest of vegetables 

of unparalleled size and flavor; at another his | California 

spade turns over a golden nugget; then, | 

again, his hoe strikes the roof of a house and | 

leads to the discovery of a prehistoric city. 

In any and all events, he 1s placed on the road to independent means. 
Everything considered, the buried city ranks among the most 

valuable products of the California soil in these days. Strange to 

say, however, each new discovery of a prehistoric city 1s hailed with 


more or less skepticism and even derision. It was the case a short 
time ago when a prehistoric city was discovered in the San Jacinto 
mountains overlooking the great San Bernardino desert. A farm 
was subdivided and the interesting facts given to the public. But the 
discovery was pronounced a traud. It was even charged the ground 
had been “salted” to catch the coast city archeologists. A. C. 
Malone with others visited the spot to investigate the matter and 
from Mr. Malone is this report :. 

You may say for me that the ruins are not the work of any real estate 
scheme, such a8 was erroneously reported in certain morning papers, but the 
remnants of a settlement that was contemporaneous with the time when the 
ocean flowed over the Coachella and Imperial valleys, 

We had time only to explore the mere outskirts, and owing to bad weather 
we were glad to get away as soon as possible, but we saw enough to convince 
us that if any one piled up these ruins as a pastime they had anywhere from 
twenty-five to fifty vears’ work cut out for them. I believe the discovery is 
of great value, and hope that a thorough exploration and report will be made at 
an early date by persons qualified to examine the ruins in a scientific manner. 


From this it would seem that the buried town is really prehis- 
toric. At all events, further investigation ts invited, and this of itself 
is enough to attract many archeologists. ft will be far from surpris- 
ing, indeed, if above the prehistoric town should rise another which 
in a few weeks will have a tourist hotel, a bank, two rows of retail 
stores, a daily newspaper and an automobile garage, and all this 
without covering more than a quarter of the mountain-side farm. 
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THe “STRIKE,” as it has been termed for 
want of a better name, of the students of 
Ruskin College, Oxford, is an unfortunate 
occurrence. It supplies the opponents of the 
idea, and they are numerous, with a new and 
better argument than they have ever had 
and it makes the position of those in sym- 
pathy with the movement more difficult. The 
original colleges were, of course, simply 
hostels provided for the assistance of the 
crowds of students which pourer into the medieval university towns, 
at a moment when, in the pursuit of knowledge, men were willing to 
submit to any hardships. Ruskin College was, in a way, such a 
hostel. It was provided in memory of the aims of the great art critic, 
who declared that the time would come when the value of his admired 
contributions to the study of the fine arts would be completely over- 
shadowed by the value of his despised contributions to the study of 
economics. It was designed to facilitate a course of organized study 
by workingmen, who have already enjoyed some measure of 
responsibility, so as to broaden their horizon, and fit them better to 
become leaders of men. And that it has so far fulfilled its purpose, 
and has not, as its detractors prophesied, turned out pinchbeck 
Ruskins, may be judged from the fact that not a single one of its 
students has failed to return to his trade. 

Of late, however, the times have been out of joint in Ruskin 
College, and Mr. Hird, the principal, seems to have been quite as 
successtul in bringing matters to a head as Hamlet himself. The 
broader basis of instruction seems to have been lost sight of. The 
resident students, it became evident, were fast reducing the utility 
of the college by converting it into the headquarters of a propaganda 
of militant socialism in the university, and their efforts became 
rapidly characterized by a complete lack of discipline. At this point 
the executive committee were driven to interfere. An inquiry 
revealed the fact that the disorganization was attributable to the vari- 
ance at which the principal and committee found themselves with 
respect both to policy and administration. That this disagree- 
ment was not in any way due to the prominence given by the princi- 
pal to the study of sociology is proved by the fact that the university 
tnembers of the committee are themselves socialists and the non-uni- 
versity members distinguished trades unionists, and that they have in 
the new curriculum drawn up by them given even fuller recognition 
to the subject. In the end, as a result of this disagreement, the 
principal resigned, and, as a result of his resignation, the students 
“struck.” The “strike,” if its organizers could only realize it, consti- 
tutes the justification of the committee's action, inasmuch as it offers 
the country an object lesson in the collapse of all discipline. It is 
really an expression of sympathy with the ex-principal for having 
failed to maintain discipline, and has been received by the public 
rather with amusement than any more serious feelings. To those, 
however, who are watching the development of the experiment with 
sympathetic interest it has a more serious aspect.

New Khartoum came into being, and with the rise of 
its walls there opened the new era for the Sudan. The poverty of 
the country and the misery of the people may be inferred from the 
fact that immediately after the conquest the revenue of the province 
was estimated at £8000; today the revenue has increased to £804,000. 
Berber has been linked to the Red sea by means of a railway to 
Suakin, while the Wady Halfa and Berber line has been extended to 
the new capital. The slave traffic has disappeared, and in what was 
once desert cotton 1s beginning to be grown: Khartoum itself, in 
railway communication with Cairo and in communication by an 
organized river service with the upper Nile, is a prosperous little 
town of some 14,000 inhabitants, chiefly merchants and workmen, 
and lit by electricity, and tast becoming a commercial and 
tourist center. 

It is to meet the requirements of the traffic, growing in this way, 
that the new harbor has been designed. Suakin has been tried and 
found wanting, and so an absolutely new position was chosen at a 
point on the Red sea thirty miles north of that place. Here a fine 
harbor, in communication by rail with Berber and Suakin, has been 
constructed under the direction of IKkennedy Bey, the director of 
works for the province. ‘The anchorage is good, the approach is 
easy and the protection from weather perfect, while its quays are in 
every way_ample. By might great dioptric lights, visible fourteen 
niles out at sea, blaze in the entrance to the channels. while the reefs 
are lit with beacons, making the entrance to the port perfectly 
secure. In the words of the Sirdar to the Khedive on the occasion of 
the opening ceremony, “The construction of Port Sudan is a work 
of which civilization may well be proud and marks yet another stage 
in the task of bringing peace and prosperity to the Sudan and its 
inhabitants.”
